Diphtheria. 


The following is an extract from an 
article on diphtheria written for the Lon- 
don Times, at the time that the Princess 
Victoria died of that disease. The paper 
was kindly loaned us by Dr. W.S. Pattee: 

“ There appears to be no doubt that 
diphtheria has existed in various coun- 
tries from the most ancient times, and 
that descriptions of it are to be found in 
the oldest medical writings; but yet, as 
a matter of fact, it came upon Europe 

/some thirty years ago almost as a new 
jepidemic. Even then it was for a time 
confined to comparatively remote locali- 
ties, in which itattracted but little notice, 
although it is said to have caused forty 
deaths out of two hundred cases in 
Welsh villages in the winter of 1849-50. 
Nine years afterwards, inthe winter of 
1858-9, it became extensively prevalent 
in England, and in these two years it 
occasioned a mortality of at least tweuty 
In 1860, the number of deaths 
declined to about five thousand, but 
there was evidence in the reports of the 
Registrar-General that the figures were 
not to be accepted, save with a certain 
degree of and that the 
practitioners upon whose certificates the 
returns were founded had not yet, in all 
districts, attained a complete knowledge 
of the symptoms of the disease.

Letter from Washington. 


WASHINGTON, APRIL lith, 1879. 

If the country gets rid of the present 
session of Congress by July Ist it will 
be lucky. That is the conclusion that 
has been forced upon us by the events 
ofthe last few hours. The action of the 
Democratic caucus the other day meant 
business, it meant a session for general 
legislation, and it meant financial agita- 
tion, limited only perhaps by the condi- 
tion of the weather, or the patience of 
the less zealous of the aggressive mem- 
bers. And the House on Saturday obe- 
diently followed the instructions of the 
caucus by voting 108 to 105 against ad- 
journing over any more Mondays as it 
has been doing up to this time, in order 
to prevent the introduction of new meas- 
ures. The yote was so close and there 
were so many absentees, however, that 
after all this may not be a test of strength 
on any of the proposed important finan- 
cial measures. 

The following Democrats broke away 
from their caucus action, and may be 
counted on to oppose all financial legis- 
lation: Bicknell, of Ind., Blount, Cooke, 
and Hammond, of Ga., Clymer, of Pa., 
Covert, of N. Y., Denster, of Wis., 
Hurd, of Ohio, Johnston, of Va., Morse 
of Mass., and Talbot of Md. 

The action of Speaker Randall is com- 
mended on harshly by some of his hard 
money friends, who had counted on bim 
to boldly oppose general legislation at 
this time. He paired with a Republican 
who would have voted in favor of ad- 
jourment over Monday. The soft mon- 
ey chaps profess to believe that on any 
test question the Senate will be more 
decidedly for general legislation than 
the House and if their view is correct 
the session might last through summer 
and fall with a brief recess. There is no 
question that a large proportion of the 
majority, together with all the green- 
backers are earnest for new legislation 
at the earliest possible moment. If, on 
the other hand we may believe the Re- 
publicans, none of this new legislation 
will be allowed to pass without a fight as 
hard as that on the appropriations, which 
is already extending beyond the limit 
foretold for it by prudent persons. The

Editors dote on such 
friends as that; they love to receive calls 
from them. Don’t argue with them— 
don’t try to doit. They have no time 
for argument while at work. 

When you write to an editor for pub- 
lication, make it short—boil it down. 
Pitch right into the middle of your sub- 
ject, and be sure to stop when you are 
through. Editors always like something 
fresh and original in the way of commu- 
nications, and are especially fond of 
news. But the editor must always be 
the judge of what is worthy of publica- 
tion. Of course, every writer thinks bis 
own publication the best, just as every 
mother thinks her baby the prettiest that 
was ever born. But the editor may be 
so stupid as to have a different opinion. 


Don’t try to

not. There is no class of people who 
are so anxious to please a majority of 
people as editors are.

Thus far the anti-woman people have 
the best of the dispute, and it is feared 
they will carry the day. , Our own per- 
sonal experience in these matters has 
been singularly small, and we can hard- 
ly speak with authority upon this par- 
ticular subject. But we observe with 
much regret the tendency of the Fijians 
to exclude women from a share in their 
merrymaking, and to reduce her to a 
level with inferior beings. Simple po- 
liteness, we should think—a mere gen- 
tlemanly instinct—would prompt these 
men to permit woman to take part in 
these festivities, when it is reflected that 
women have precisely the same interest 
in seeing that the missionary is well 
done as the men have, and moreover 
that they may probably be able to offer 
some valuable suggestions respecting 
the best methods of preparing the gravy. 
We had hoped that these controversies 
upon the woman question were ended, 
but it seems that it is hard to induce 
men to concede justice to their weaker 
fellow beings. We trust that we may 
soon be able to record the fact that these 
ungenerous differences are healed, and 
that the bounteous provisions of nature 
and of the theological seminaries may be 
enjoyed by both sexes. —Max Adeler.

For the Pat 
Birds vs Fruit. 


Some five or six weeks since I reeeived 
by mail, a communication upon robins 
and their value as insect destroyers.— 
But as the party who sent the missive 
was ashamed of his or her name, bat I 
presume it came from Mr. or Mrs. Wol- 
laston, in answer thereto, to show the 
value I set on robins, I advertised for a 
few of their eges, which instead of « 2s, 
brought out a second edition from Mr. 
or Mrs. Wollaston, whoever he or she 
may be, showing the cost and value of 
robins to the State I believe that unless 
there should be a law passed within the 
next five years, giving a bounty on rob- 

’ heads and eggs, that we shall have 
to a spend upon other States for all the 
fruit we use. 

Previous to September, 1576, [ had 
bever known or heard of birds eating or 
destroying any fruit except cherries or 
berries. At that time the robins attacked 
my early grapes, and in less than ten 
days, eat and destroyed at least three 
hundred pounds The last two years 
the robins and orioles have attacked all 
the kinds of fruit that I cultivate, ex- 
cept cranberries and gooseberries, in- 
cluding apples, pears, peaches, plume, 
apricots, mulberries, cherries, rasberries, 
currants and strawberries am! it has 
cost me at least fifty cents per day from 
the tenth of June to the first of October, 
to feed some fifty robins and orioles 
The orioles are not numerous, but they 

re dear lovers of fruit We believe the 
best thing to prevent their destructive- 
ness is to give the m small doses of what 
are called number nine shot,—abeout a 
thimblefull at a dose ; they are made of 
lead. (not white lead), and the birds do 
very little mischief after one or two
